The Annual Statement of The 
Royal Bank of Canada covering the 
fiscal year which ended November 
30th last should afford satisfaction 
to the public, as well as to share- 
holders.

HOSPITAL 
RATES FOR 
TREATMENT 
In another column of this issue 
will be found an advertisement in- 
serted by the Hospital Board re- 
garding the rates for hospitalization, 
and The Star feels it is so important 
to all. non-ratepayers of our hospital 
district that they should secure the 
privilege of the ‘‘one dollar per day” 
rate in the event of requiring hos- 
pital treatment. during the coming 
year that it strongly urges all those 
so affected to AT ONCE pay the 
six dollars required to entitle them 
to the low rate for such treatment. 
If you are assessed and pay taxes 
on property situated within the 
boundaries of the municipal hospital 
district the one dollar per day rate 
applies automatically provided the 
hospital tax paid amounts to the 
sum of six dollars or the sum taxed 
for is made up to six dollars. All 
others resident in the hospital dis- 
trict may become entitled to the 
‘|same low rate by becoming special 
ratepayers upon payment of the 
sum of six dollars to the secretary of 
the Board 
Another point to be remembered 
also is that the special ratepayer’s 
fee covers the same indemnity as in 
the case of taxpayers—that is, it 
provides hospitalization at the low 
rate for the payee, his wife, his de- 
pendent family “resident with him, 
ang resident domestic female help— 
and from a ,business standpoint a- 
lone, this should prove a great in- 
centive for practically every resident 
in the hospital district to im- 
mediately secure such a safeguard 
against a possible eventuallity. It 
is, without any doubt, the cheapest 
and best sickness insurance obtain- | 


i 
able for hospital purposes. 

Parties paying poll tax only (as is 
the case in town in many instances) 
do not come within the meaning of 
the Municipal Hospitals Act as_ be- 
ing “ratepayers,” and therefore in 
order to qualify for the low” rate 
MUST pay the fee set for “special 
ratepayers.

CANADA MAY MARK 
COMING OF CARTIER 


Provincial Conference To Consider 
Celebration on Four Hundredth 
Anniversary 


HALIFAX—On April 20, 1534, 
Jacques Cartier and his little band 
of gallant French adventurers set 
sail from the port of St. Malo, 
France, in search of the new world, 
existence of which had been indicat- 
ed by the earlier discoveries of Col- 
umbus and others. He landed at 
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' A GAY LOTHARIO 

“Lothario” for an attractive rake, 
usually as elegant as he is conscience- 
less ang unscrupulous is khown. in all 
modern languages. : 

The source of its popularity in our 
‘current ‘speech ‘is doubtless hi “The 
Fair Penitent” of Nicholas Rowe who 
lived from 1673 to. 1718. In the first 
scene of the fifth act we find: 

‘Is that haughty, gallant, gay Lo- 
thario”—. oT § 
the reference being to a young noble- 
man of Genoa, who seduces Calista, 
the wife of Altamont, and is killeg in 
a duel by the tlatter. He is a liber- 
tine. ‘ 
There was an earlier rake named 
Lothario in Sir Davenant’s “The Cruel 
Brother,” which dates 1630. And still 
earlier, Cervantes (1547-1616) in his 
“Novela del curioso impertinente” has 
a character, Lothario, who is persuad- 
ed by Anselmo to test the virtue of 
Anselmo’s wife. The story of the in- 
cident and its disastrous results is 
told in Don Quixote. 


“THROUGH THICK AND THIN’’.. 

This expression, meaning under any 
circumstances, despite all obstacles, is 
an old one, not only in point of its 
first usage, but also its popularity in 
speech and in writing. 

Its first recorded use is in Chauc- 
er’s “Kyng and Hermyt,” which dates 
1380. It is familiar in better known 
sixteenth century vérse of Spencer's 
Faerie Queene, which is as follows: 
“Through thick ang thin, both over 
bank and bush, 

In hope her to attain by hook or 
crook.” 

And the examples of its employ- 
ment in English literature from that 
time down to the present day would 


Gaspe, in what now is the province 
of Quebec, explored parts of the 
coast of Prince Edward Island, saw 
something of New Bru ick, trad- 
ed with Indians and sailed for home 
after erecting a thirty-foot cross at 
the entrance to the Gaspe harbor. 

The next year Cartier returned, 
found the St. Lawrence river, ascend- 
ed. it to Stadacona, which now is 
Quebec, and on to Hochelaga which 
now is Montreal, where from the top 
of Mount Royal he surveyed a mag- 
nificent sweepg/f land and water 
which was to lure adventurers of the 
new. 

Cartier’s name stands high in the 
roll of those who opened up what 
now is Canada, and the proposal has 
been made that the four hundredth 


anniversary f his first voyage 
should be markéq by a national cele- 
bration of an appropriate nature.

A SWEET ‘TOOTH

| Better Health 


HEADACHE 


There ‘is rio nevessity for describ- 
ing’ headache bécause . everyone, or} 
‘nearly’ everyone, has. had ' personal. 
experience of headaches. “Headaches | 
vary in, severity, and that particular- 
ly severe, recu form, known as 
migraine, is in a class by itself. 

The ordinary headache may be 
due to any one of several causes. The 
important point ig that there is al- 
ways a cause, which may be a geri- 
ous organic disease, or may mark 
the onset of a communicable disease, 
or come from a temporary upset of 
the qigestive system. 

Perhaps the most common cause 
of headache is eye-strain, and this 
is not confined to adults. Headache 
in young children is much more 
common than parents realize, and 
eyestrain is often the cause. The 
eyes may appear perfectly healthy, 
and there is no difficulty in seeing, 
but there still may be eye-strain. 
This can be corrected by proper 
glasses. 

Then there are the headaches which 
come through neglect of the body. 
There is nothing to be surprised at 
when the head aches after sleeping 
in a room with the window closed, 
or after spending hours in an over- 
heated, stuffy room. The body is pro- 
testing that it needs fresh air, and 
the protest is in the form of a head- 
ache. 

Headaches are commonly associa- 
ted with upsets of digestion. Over- 
eating is one thing that is harmful, 
but equally so is undereating. The 
breakfast which consists of a cup 
of tea or coffee only is a poor pre- 
paration for the day’s work. A 
breakfast of this type fails to pre- 
pare the body for work, and so we 
find the morning headache of the “no 
breakfast” addicts. 

Headaches are not always due to 
such simple causes. The more seri- 
ous conditions which occur in the 
human body are often accompanied 
by this symptom. So it is that those 
who suffer froth anaemia or nephritis 
or who have a. high bloog pressure, 
frequently complain of headache. 

Last, but by no means least, are 
the headaches which are associated 
with emotional upsets. Worries, and 
quarrels or similar episodes, are 
often followed by headaches. Sore 
or tired feet, because of the distress 
which they cause may also be re- 
sponsible, and so the cause of the 
pain in the head is sometimes found 
in ill-fitting shoes or fallen arches. 

There are many drugs which will 
dull pain, but they do not get to the 
root of the trouble. Never neglect 
repeated headaches; they are a warn- 
ing. Proper treatment gets at the 
cause.

34 teaspoon galt 

34 cups milk, scalded 

1 egg yolk, slightly beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg white, stifly beaten 

Add quick-cooking tapioca, sugar, 
and salt milk, and cook in double 
boiler 15 minutes, or until tapioca is 
clear, stirring frequently. Pour small 
amount of tapioca mixture over egg 
yolk, stirring vigorously.

THE LIFE OF A FARMER 


In his address to the Canadian 
Society of Technical Agriculturist at 
Ottawa, Sir KE. John Russell, di- 
rector of Rothamsted Experimental 
Station in England, said that even 
“with all the help of science and the 
kindly office of the extension officer 
and other well-wishers, life can nev- 
er be made entirely easy for the 
average farmer. He may be_ pro- 
tecteq by quotas and tariffs and help- 
ed by scientific advice as much as 


you like, but he must always take | 


risks. It is usually a choice of evils, 
and he has to decide between one or 
more courses of action, neither of 
which he would choose to take, but 
he has got to do it. 

“The fafmer’s life is well illustrat- 
ed by an incident I once met with 
in the west of Ireland. There was 
a great stir because a lady of sev- 
enty was going to marry a gentle- 
man of seventy-one. But the matter 
was explained quite simply by one 
of her neighbors: “The winter is 
comin gon, and the peat has to be 
got in for fuel, and the potatoes have 
to be lifted and brought in; it was a 
case of either marrying a husband, 
or buying a donkey.” Well, that is 
very much the farmer's situation. He 
is called upon to choose between two 
courses neither of which is exactly 
what he would like to do. Our job 
as agricultural experts is to give him 
more alternatives, to try to make 
him, and the decision between them 
more easy.”
